A Rich 49 Gold Mine 


A F Norton, who is here spending a few months with, friends and 


relatives gives us a description of the workings o'f his gold mines 


"The property consists of 426 acres Patent land. We pyii-al 


water rights which in California is a very big item, also all tunnel 
sights. We have cement banks of gravel that stand eighty and ninety 
feet high, that are so hard that you couldn't blast out no mo e with, 
a charged dynamite than you could in a stone ciuan y.

There are other blessings beside 


money and what it procures, which

jewels, and the opportunities for doing 
good, in, our day and generation, are 
shared'by the rank and file of human-

of the affidavit. 
These later' sections 


provide rfiat the county treasurer is 
subject, to a fine of $1,000 for failure 
to turn over the amounts as certified 
to him. 


The county treasurer may await in- 


structions fi'onr the county board as to 
what action to pursue but this would 
involve a delay until the April meet- 
ing of the board which is far past the 
time for making returns to the state. 


On the other hand there are several

' "The property consists of .420 acres Patent land. We own a.l

We have cement bunks of gravel that stand eighty and ninety 


feet high, that are so hard that you couldn't blast out no more with, 
a charge of dynamite than you could in a stone quarry. In these 
gravel beds are where we get the gold, these banks will go as..ncii 
as $1.0 a cubic yard: The property is named "The Bonnie Hydraulic 
Mining Co" and" is situated in the Sierra mountains in Plumas County, 
California, about 70 to SO miles westerly from Reno, Nevada, about 
the same distance from Oroville California.

just completed passes within ten miles of the property to Quincy, Cal- 
ifornia, the County Seat. 
The history of the property is in a. way remarkable.

ery now and then, that if the money 
of "the country was equally distributed, 
that every man, woman and child 
would have about thirty-five dollars, 
and a class.of people who never had 
even that amount of money in their 
pockets at one time, proceed to howl 
about a handful of men who control 
all the wealth of the nation, and sug- 
gest, in vehement terms., that some 
way should be discovered to make 
them divide up. 


It is" an old saying, as' misleading 


as it is 'ancient, that "'figures never 
lie.";because, in the hands oE skillful 
manipulators, they often express but 
a "fragr"<--' nf truth, and this is fre 
quetitly tha worst sort of deception. 
This is-true concerning the "never 
lie" proposition referred to. 


Money and wealth are so often 


maligned, 
by people who possess 


neither, that it is occasionally worth, 
while to look conditions squarely in 
the face, for the sake of correcting 
false impressions. 


This nation, above all nations in 


the world, is a nation of taxpayers and 
property-owners. Fifty-two per cent 
of the entire population belong to 
either one class or the other. When 
the fact is considered that twenty 
million children and twenty million 
women make up forty per cent of the 
other forty-eight per cent, it is easy 
to infer that the remaining eight per 
cent is largely composed of people 
who wouldn't be able to keep a dollar 
over night, if they had it. 


Many..of this minority class are so 


much more loyal to labor organiza- 
tions, than they are to their own in 
terests, that they never accumulate 
anything but a grievance, while 
fragment are socialists, who hope to 
come into an inheritance some day 
through 
the 
equal 
distribution of 


property. 


The fact that there are 2.800 tax- 


payers in the city of Janesville, is 
worth cutting out and pasting in any 
liihd of a hat. The list includes the 
names of more men than usually turn' 
out to vote at an election, and if pub- 
lished, they would make the first re- 
call petition look worse than it did. 


While the percentage of taxpayers 


may be larger in Janesville than in 
the average inland cities, yet the fact 
remains that outside of the large cen- 
ters of population taxpayers are in 
the majority, while in the towns and 
villages, as well as in the rural dis- 
tricts, almost every man is a property 
owner. 


Many people confuse wealth with 


the circulating medium, used for con- 
venience,, called 
money. 
The gold 


and silver and currency,; known as 
money, comprise but a small fraction 
of the wealth of the country. 
The 


property of the 
city of New York 


alone, represents more wealth than 
tho entire outfit. 


The farmer may own a ten thousand 


dollar farm, free from debt, and sel- 
dom have a ten dollar bill in bis 
pocket, and about all the money that 
the average man sees, who owns his 
home, is the contents of his pay en- 
velope Saturday night. 


The merchant who does a business 


of one hundred thousand dollars a 
year, usually owes more money than 
he has in the bank, and so. all along 
the line, money is insignificant, as 
compared to the great blocks of capi- 
tal which represent wealth. 


either, and that is why so many peo- 
pla. who are absorbed in gathering 
wealth, miss so many prizes which 
contribute to the wealth of character. 


The question is often asked, when 


a man dies, "How much money did 
he leave?" And the answer, which al- 
ways comes to the mind of the disin- 
terested public, is, "He left it all." It 
sometimes happens that money and 
possessions represent all that he did 
leave, and i£ this is the case, the 
memory of such a life is soon forgot- 
ten. 


There are choicer inheritances than 


wealth, and every life which travels 
the crowded highway may lay by a 
store for distribution. 
Not when the 


final summons comes, but in the daily 
conflict, when we touch elbows with 
struggling humanity. 


The people whom we meet on the 


street, be they friends or chance ac- 
quaintances, are not very much inter- 
ested in what we' represent financial 
ly. The cheery "good morning," and 
little acts of courtesy mean more to 
them than money. 


There is really so much that we 


possess in common, that there is no 
occasion for class 
distinction, and 


much 
less for class hatred. 
The 


wealth of nature comes to us as a 
common inheritance, and the men who 
have accumulated great fortunes have 
distributedjit so freely., in building our 
railways 
and 
developing 
our 
re- 


sources, th'at all of us share directly 
or indirectly in the benefits secured. 


There are thousands of towns and 


liundreds^of thousands of farms, scat- 
;ered through the west today, which 
lave come to us as an inheritance 
because 
the 
sturdy . pioneers with 


brain and money, blazed the trail and 
opened up the great highways.

from all parts of the land, are laic" 
down at our doors at 
reasonable 


prices because the great transporta 
tion companies, which never cost u 
a dollar ,and yet which represent 
many fortunes, contribute to our com 
fort and happiness, and frequently are 
only rewarded by complaint.. 


These are facts which we are ap 


to overlook, when discussing the dis 
tribution of wealth, and yet every las 
one of us enjoy the fruits of othe 
men's toil and sacrifice.

across the continent, in luxury, with 
out a dollar invested in the equip 
ment.

money and what it procures, whicl 
come to us as a common heritage 
The friendships of life,, and the sacred 
associations of the home, are preciou 
jewels, and the opportunities for doing 
good, ia^our day and generation,-'are 
shared by the rank and file of human 
ity.

FOR BIDS UPON OIL 


Council Will Be Ready To 
Receive 


Them As Soon As City Engineer 


Provides Specifications. 


Bids for asphaltic oil to be used for 


laying the dust 
on the 
city streets 


during the coming season will be ad- 
vertised for as soon as the City Engi- 
neer, C. V. Kerch, draws up specifica- 
tions, which he is expected to do on 
his return from the Pacific coast early 
next month. 
The city will also ask 


for bids on an oil sprinkling wagon. 
The Council is already, in communica- 
ton with two-firms who manufacture 
such .apparatus and has receved one 
sample of oil containing sixty per cent 
asphaltun-k 
It 
is 
probable that 


much heavier oil will be used than was 
put on the street's last year. Although 
it is more expensive 
it is,more dur- 


able and will .outlast 
two coats of 


light oil, besides afl'oding the macad- 
am much better protection from ero- 
sion. The heavy oil is shipped in tank 
cars containing steam coils which can 
be heated by connecton with any port- 
able steam boiler. The heavy oil will 
not flow satisfactory when cold. Heat- 
ing of the oil also has the advantage 
of making it dry more quickly when 
applied, making it possible to itlo as 
good work with it early in the spring 
as in midsummer. The application of 
oil to .the streets will be begun as 
early as is 
practicable. 
One of the 


first streets to receive attention will 
be Washington -Street from Mineral 
Point Avenue to the city limits, this 
havng been macadamized last fall.

show in the world in his day and his 
name to the public the world over 
was "Fogy O'Brien, but his legal docu- 
ment name when signing papers was 
John O'Brien, but when spoken of 


In the season of 1SS4 there 


with the Adam . Forepaugh show per- 
haps at least fifty percent of the per- 
formers from across the water. Along 
toward the middle of the season prac- 
tically all the performers with the 
show thought they had a grievance, 
either real or fancied and they voted 
to form in line and march out to the 
front door between the afternoon and 


around the show or even in a business I the night performance and tell Mi- 
way it was always "Pogy." 


In bis day they were 
all wagon 


shows nnd he had been successful in 
the business for some years and fin- 
ally launched out one spring of the-six 
ties with fifty-two cages of animals. 


It took over three hundred head of 


horses to transport the show over the 
road and in those days it was differ- 
out from now, for then the man with 
the big menagerie bad the big show, 
Hie ring performance being a small 
part of the show and not supposed to 
be much of a drawing card. 


All of the bill boards and in the 


newspapers ihe big streamers would 
announce the coining of the largest, 
menagerie 
in 
the 
world, 
"Pogy'' 


O'Brien's show' with fifty-two 
cages 


of animals.

This show traveled mostly through 


the eastern country and seldom it' 
ever got very far into the west. Be- 
sides his fifty-two cages of animals 
he had an elephant and two camels 
and it was with this show that the 
late Spencer Alexander .better known 
as Delavan in this part of the coun- 
try, first, made his debut as a boss 
bostler.

It was Delavan's business to look 


after the management of all the horses 
and in getting of the show over the 
road from town to town. It was here 
with "Pogy" that' Delavan made his 
great reputation as a boss hostler. 


In those days the tosvns were far 


apart and the roads as a rule were 
bad and it was with much difficulty 
that they made many of the the towns- 
On nearly every drive Delavan would 
be up all night always in the rear of 
the . show watching 
carefully that 


nothing was left behind. 


'The show"prospered fo'r'sbmb'years' 


and' "Fogy" O'Brien became 'famous 
in t.iie business in those days, but it 
was said "of him that he knew little 
or nothing about the Ten Command- 
ments. 
While his great menagerie 


was a feature he was running the ring 
performance so cheap that it was un- 
satisfactory to the public. 
, 
NYear ago an old gentleman from the 


rural district visited the show one 
afternoon nnd after the show was 
over, as lie was passing out of the 
main entrance be spied-"Fogy'' sitting 
in an arm chair and spoke and ask- 
ed if this wasn't Mr.'O'Brien." 
When 
llr O.'P.rien. said that it was, the old 
gentleman said. "I want to congratu- 
late you Mr. O'Brien oh having the 
poorest ring performance that I ever 
see. .

O'Brien took a look at him and he 
said, "I think -the' trouble with you

Korepaugh show in Philadelphia on 
a Monday and was always with Amer- 
ican performers, their contracts were 
written with two weeks' notice. That 
[was in the case their acts were not 
[satisfactory Mr. Forepaugh could give 
[them two'week's notice for them to 
hook for another place. 
There were 


four acts that spring in the show 
that Mr. Forepangh did not take kind 
ly to and at the openn g-Monday af 
ternoon Mr. Fo"eraugh -handed a!! 
four of these acts their two week's 
notices. 
"Pogy" O'Brien was open in Wash 


ington 
City tor three days which 


meant Thursday, Friday and Saturda\ 
of the same week, but when he got 
everything in readiness over at Wash 
ington the Saturday before he found 
that be did not have half enough per- 
formers to give a two hours show. So 
he came over to Philadelphia to ask 
his old friend Adam Forepaugh 
to 


help him out. 


He arrived ihat Monday afternoon 


and came into the ticket wagon very 
much excited and told Mr. Forepaugh 
iiis troubles and Adam immediately 
told him he would try and help him 
5iit. 
He sent for the four troops of

what he should do or how be should 
spend his money for the good -of the 
son, Adam Junior. 


It was .in Uiis-,way, that he built up 


one of the largest shows in the world 
and at the time ol! bis death left mil- 
lions to his young widow and his only 
son Adam Junior.

ing five pounds: 
A pound 'each 
of 


butter, sugar and ftour, twelve eggs, 
two and a hall pounds of currants, the 
same of raisins, three-fourths of a 
pound of citron, a teaspoonful o£ soda, 
half a teaspoon of cloves, a teaspoon- 
ful of cinnamon, half a teaspoonful of 
mace, a fourth of a pound of candied 
lemon peel, chopped fine, a fourth of 
a pound of blanched almonds, chopped 
fine, one nutmeg grated. 
Bake in two 


loaves two and a half hours. 


Nut Cakes.—A Cup of sugar, a cup 


of shortening, four tablespoonfuls of 
sour milk, two level teaspoonfuls of 
soda dissolved in the milk, two eggs, 
spice to taste. Cinnamon and cloves 
are good. 
A cup each of nuts and 


raisins chopped, and flour to make a 
mixture to drop. 
Drop on buttered 


tins and bake in a moderate oven. 


Chili Con Carni.—Boil a pound of 


small red chili beans until 
tender. 


Just before the'beans are soft enough, 
add one onion and a clove of garlic 
chopped fine; there should be about! 
three pints of water in the JSeans. Add 
a can of chili powder or a few stewed 
red jieppers chopped, and a teaspoon- 
ful of salt. 


Chop a'-pound of suet; let it cook 


until all the fat is extracted, pick out 
the scraps and add a pound and a 
half of uncooked hamburger 
steak. 


Stir constantly for a few minutes then 
add the beans, and cook slowly in au 
earthen dish several hours. 


Cabbage Salad.—A very simple and 


yet very popular salad is prepared by

very flne. Let stand in cold water un- 
til crisp, then drain and mix with 
thick sweet cream, a little sugar, salt 
and vinegar.

repoit corapiledi 
by- Clarence Arthur 


Perry for .the Sage Foundation. 
Offi- 


cials of the "United;" States Bureau of 
Education, who,have examined the re- 
port, declare that it is -bound: to stimu- 
late interests in this rapidly develop- 
ing phase of the movement for wider 
use fof the school plant. 


Mr. Perry finds "that in. 44 of: the 


201 cities social centers were direct- 
ed by paid workers. 
New York had 


48 such centers and Chicago 1C, while 
Philadelphia, Boston, 
Columbus, De- 


troit, Jersey City, Louisville, Roches- 
ter and Trenton are also among the 
cities included in this list. There is 
wide variation in the length of the 
season, from five or" six weeks in some 
localities to .the full school term in 
others. In fact, little uniformity pre- 
vails as to what constitutes a social 
center. 
Mr. Perry- presents . in the 


report a tentative •definition of a so- 
cial center as follows: '"A community 
may be said to have a school house 
social ^center ,"if one 
o£ its 
school 


"buildings is thrown .open to the pub- 
lic on 'one or more fixed nights a week 
for at 
least 12 weeks a year, 
for 


activities of a social, recreational, or 
civic character; regularly directed by 
one or more trained leaders." 


The report. also presents 
data.on. 


ihe growing use of schoal buildings' 
for .political meetings. 
In. Cleveland, 


Ohio, meetings 
were held in 
the 


schools' to discuss the new constitu- 
tional "provisions that were before the 
people for adoption.' In Jersey City 
the public schools - were opened 
to 


partisan political meetings! Avi'th grat- 
ifying results; 
eight public 
school 


auditorium in New York City were al- 
so opened for the same purpose and 
in Chicago the
